Consider the 
showings made in the sale ring—attributable to the work 
of developing production and individuality. Consider the 
fact the Holstein cow produces three-fourths of the dairy 
products of this country. Consider these things in their 
entirety and we have a record of progress, of successful 
exploitation and its consequent financial reward that is 
unequaled in the history of any branch of livestock de- 
velopment or, in fact, of any phase of agriculture. Hol- 
stein breeders have every reason to be proud of this 
monument to their industry.

Breeding Holsteins is patriotism. 
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Family Characteristics 


HE art of breeding, whether pertaining to Holsteins 

or to any other kind of livestock, has advanced to such 
a stage that it is easy to calculate whether or not any cer- 
tain family in a breed has proved efficient. It is easier to 
check up on dairy cattle that it is on most any other kind _ 
of livestock because in their case records are kept and all 
one needs to do is to observe what has been accomplished 
by members that make up that pedigree. And, by the 
way, that is one point that makes the dairy business a 
sure bet—you have a chance to eliminate the sources of 
unprofitableness. 

Breeders of the present are at a big advantage over 
the pioneers of the dairy business. There is no getting 
away from that. Breeders of two, three or even four 
decades ago began to see the advantage of finding out 
the value of their animals and accordingly, began to test 
their cattle. This has given the present Advanced Registry 
systems whereby a cow must meet certain qualifications 
to give her recognition as a satisfactory producer. We 
owe an estimable debt of gratitude to these men. Today 
thousands of herds have at their heads bulls that are sires 
of high producing and profitable animals because their 
sires were of the same stripe and in most cases their dams 
were record cows. 

When these thousands of breeders needed herd sires 
all they had to do was to make use of the results of the 
efforts of their predecessors—how many A. R. O. daugh- 
ters has the sire? How about the sire’s dam, the dam her- 
self, her sire and dam? 

These so-called family characteristics which have been 
brought out by the art of breeding are superatively man- 
ifest in the family which is commented on in the feature 
story of this week. Here is a family that has accomplished 
what none other has and it is a fitting illustration of what 
can be brought about by proper judgment in selection 
and by exercising caution and skill in caretaking. They 
are a wonderful lot, these Vikinas, and although it seems 
a family habit for the immediate animals in the family to 
be marvelous producers, and their records have been 
made in only the past couple of years, nevertheless, the 
generations further back were of the like disposition. 


Young Men’s Opportunities 


Nor long ago it was our privilege to visit with two 
Holstein enthusiasts, both of whom have attained 
fame as breeders and who are considered very highly in 
the world of business and finance. : : 

It was a singular and coincident revelation to discover 
that both these men began their careers under very ordi- 
nary circumstances. One was reared on a hilly back- 
woods New York farm, went to school just three winter 
seasons, fought his way to a position of trust and honor 
in a great industrial corporation and from that to fame 
and affluence. The other had similar experiences, but the 
exercise of the same indomitable pluck and courage gained 
for him a leading position in what is probably the largest 
manufacturing industry in New England. 

It is noteworthy that these men came from the coun- 
try; that they owe their positions to hard work and plenty 
of it; that they have turned back to country life as a means 
of recreation and profit. It is of interest that they are 
breeding Holsteins today and are rated in this industry as 
well as in their chosen professions—at the top. 

What these men did other young men can do. With 
the business of agriculture and of breeding Holsteins in 
the position it is today, it is unnecessary for young men 
to turn to other pursuits to gain success. The application 
of the same amount of industry that is required to gain 
success in other pursuits will spell success in agriculture 
with Holsteins. It takes perseverence, courage, honesty 
and hard work.. But it means financial success and honor 
and it is worth trying hard for.

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Concerning the Supervision of Advanced 


The Babcock test, now in universal 
use as a quick, easy, and accurate 
method of determining the percentage 
of fat in milk, was invented in 1890 
by Dr. S. M. Babcock, chemist of the 
Wisconsin Agricultural Experiment 
Station. Up to that time no easy 
means of determining the percentage 
of fat in milk was in existence, and 
there was no easy, reliable method of 
determining the productive capacity of 
of individual cows, although some- 
thing had been done by churning but- 
ter from the milk of individual cows. 
As early as 1875 the breeders of dairy 
cattle recognized the importance of 
determining the productive capacity of 
each individual animal as a basis for 
selection looking toward the improve- 
ment of the breeds. The dairy dem- 
onstration at the World’s Columbian 
Exposition at Chicago in 1893 fully 
established the merits of the Babcock 
test, and also demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of the dairy public the 
fact that the amount of fat in the 
milk is an accurate measure of the 
amount of butter that may be churned 
from it. 


In 1894 the Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association asked the Cor- 
nell University Agricultural Experi- 
‘ment Station to undertake the super- 
vision of records of Holstein-Friesian 
cows by sending representatives to 
‘tthe farms of individual owners, to 
weigh the milk, determine the fat in 
it, and report on the amount of fat 
produced. This work the station con- 
sented to do, and in response issued a 
circular outlining the general condi- 
tions under which it would undertake 
the supervision of the records of cows 
of any breed belonging to any individ- 
ual owner in the state who desired 
-such supervision made. 

This system of supervision records, 
changed in some minor details as the 
-work progressed, has continued until 
the present time. From very small 
beginnings (the records of about 20 
cows were supervised in 1894) the 
work has continually increased, and 
has been taken up with the other 
‘breeds until now the records of three 
to four thousand cows, belonging to 
the Holstein, Jersey, Guernsey, Ayr- 
shire, Brown Swiss, and Shorthorn 
breeds, are supervised yearly. This 
“has taxed the capacity of the depart- 
ment of animal’ husbandry at the 
New York State College of Agricul- 
ture, which has had this work in 
-charge ever since its organization as 
a separate department; and at times, 
narticularly during the month of 
“March, April and May, the depart- 
ment has not been able to meet all 
the demands made on it. In order to 
meet the increased demands for this 
work, it has been found necessary to 
increase the compensation of the su- 
-pervisors and to make corresponding 
-changes in the charges made to own- 
ers, and also to so systematize the 
work as to get the maximum of serv- 
‘ice from a minimum amount of time. 


The supervision of records—“offi- 
‘cial test,” as it is ordinarily called— 
‘is now undertaken by the agricultural 
colleges and experiment stations in 
-all the states in which dairy cattle are 
“bred and developed. The breeders’as- 
sociations of the Holstein, Jersey,

Records

-Brown Swiss breeds have established 


departments in their herd books in 
which animals are entered that have 
reached a certain established standard 
of production. These departments 
are variously known as Advanced 
Registry, Registry of Merit, semi-offi- 
cial records, and the like. The work 
of supervising records is recognized 
by the National Dairy Science Asso- 
ciation, and for several years a stand- 
ing committee of this association— 
the Committee on Relations with 
Breed Associations—has been main- 
tained. At a conference of this com- 
mittee held on June 28 and 29, 1914, at 
which representatives of official test- 
ing in about 12 states were present, 
the following rules were recom- 
mended to be followed in supervising 
official tests, and they are hereby 
adopted as the practice in this state: 


1. The supervisor shall be present at the 
last regular milking preceding the beginning 
of the test and shall see that the cow is 
milked dry. He shall note the hour that this 
milking is made and the last milking of the 
test shall be made at the same hour. 

2. He must be present at every milking 
during the test and see that the pail contains 
nothing but the milk drawn from the cow 
under test. : : 

3. Only one cow shall be milked at a time, 
and the supervisor must in every case be in 
a position to observe the milker during the 
whole milking. o 

4. Immediately after the milk is drawn at 
each milking he shall take charge of the pail 
and contents, weigh the. same on scales pro- 
vided by the station, and enter the exact 
weight of the milk at once on his records. 

5. An extra pail shall be provided by the 
owner, and the milk shall be pemee from one 
pail to another until thoroughly mixed. The 
supervisor shall then take correct samples of 
the milk sufficient for his test and for the 
composite — i 

6. The samples of milk shall be kept under 
lock and key, or in the supervisor’s sight 
until tested. : 

7. The fat determination shall always be 
made in duplicate, using properly calibrated 

lassware, and both determinations recorded. 

he average must be in computing the 
amount of fat. The samples taken at any one 
milking shall not be thrown away until satis- 
renee duplicate tests of the milking are ob- 
tained. 


8. Reading of the tests shall be made at a 


temperature of 130 to 140 degrees Fahren- 
heit. If the duplicate determinations vary 
a than .2 per cent, the test must be re- 
peated, 

9. A composite sample for each cow cor- 
recty made and preserved shall be forwarded 
to the station immediately upon completion 
of a two-day or seven-day test; and in the 
case of tests for longer periods, at intervals 
not to exceed 10 days. In case of two-day 
tests this composite shall contain three cubic 
centimeters of milk for each pound of milk 

roduced during the test, and in case of tests 
or a longer time, one cubic centimeter for 
each pound of milk produced during the test. 
Suitable containers for such composite samples 
shall be furnished by the owners of the cows 
on test. 

10. In case all or part of the milk of as:y 
milking shall be accidentally lost, the aver- 
age of the six nearest milkings at the same 
hour shall be interpolated. It must be stated 
that such data are estimated. This rule shall 
apply only in the case of tests seven days or 
more in length. | 

11. The supervisor shall report to the per- 
son in charge of testing in the state any 
obvious violations of the rules of the breed 
association on the part of owner or attendants. 


Supervisors will be sent so far as 
the means and facilities of the station 
will permit and to suit the conven- 
ience of owners as far as possible. 
It is not possible to promise a super- 
visor for any definite date, although 





it is often possible to send a super- 
visor on short notice, particularly in 
the months from June to October in- 
clusive. It is necessary that applica- 
tions for supervisors be made as far 
in advance of the date when the 
supervisor is wanted as possible; and 
not less than 30 days in advance in 
the months from November to May 
inclusive, in order to be reasonably 
sure of a supervisor at any definite 
time. Applications will be filed in the 
order of their receipt, and supervisors 
sent in turn. A breeder may apply for . 
a supervisor on as many dates and 
as far in advance as he chooses, and 
such dates may be deferred or applica- 
tions canceled at any time up to four 
days before the date applied for; but 
if through any chance a supervisor is 
actually sent at a time when a breeder 
cannot use him, at least one day will 
be charged for. The services of a 
supervisor may be retained as long as 
a breeder desires; and if-a test con- 
tinues for more than 30-days, a change 
of supervisors will be made without a 
new application. A breeder may also 
discontinue a test for a period fiot to 
exceed three weeks and hold the date 
of his former application for the next 
test, provided notice is given at the 
time of discontinuance. Breeders 
should, as far as possible, be reason- 
able in closing their tests as promptly 
as possible, particularly at those sea- 
sons of the year when there are many 
other breeders waiting for supervis- 
ors. A little consideration along this 
line on the part of the breeders would 
result in greatly facilitating the work. 

The work of supervising records is 
to be considered as a privilege ex- 
tended and not as a right and is un- 
dertaken primarily for the conven- 
ience and advantage of the individual 
breeder, in order that he may have a 
workable basis for the selection of 
his breeding stock. 

The usefulness of this work has 
been so generally appreciated that in 
many cases it has added very largely 
to the value of individual animals that 
have made high records. Large money 
rewards offered by the breed associa- 
tions also greatly stimulate natural 
rivalry in making high records. All 
this has led occasional individuals in- 
to the temptation of committing vari- 
ous dishonest acts in order to in- 
crease the records of their animals by 
fraudulent means. 

It must be distinctly understood 
that the station will not tolerate any 
attempt to deceive its supervisors in 
anyway whatever, and it will hold 
the owner of the cattle responsible 
for all acts of a questionable nature by 
any of his employes. Any indication 
of fraud or attempted fraud even 
not susceptible of actual proof, of any 
owner or of any one in his employ 
will be deemed sufficient warrant for 
withdrawing the privilege of super- 
vision of the records of cows for such 
a person without further notice.

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TEST ASSOCIATION SHOWS 
NEED OF PUREBRED SIRES 


Perhaps the three chief reasons for 
the existence of the cow testing asso- 
ciation are, first, to show whether or 
not a cow is a good producer; second, 
to determine whether or not she is 
a profitable producer, and third, to 
demonstrate the value of the pure- 
bred sire over the grade sire in the 
increased efficiency of the offspring. 

Nearly every report of these asso- 
ciations show that they are meeting 
this need and this is the reason for 
the rapidity of new organizations 
being started. 

If the test association did nothing 
more than to convince every breeder 
of the obvious value of a purebred 
bull—this alone would be enough 
reason for their existence. Attention 
is called to the reports of two Wis- 
consin associations, the Algoma and 
the Taylor county associations for 
last month in which the testers in 
charge bring out strong arguments 
for the purebred bull. The tester of 
the first mentioned association says: 

“Tt is said a good bull is one-half 
the herd and many times he is more 
than that. It is not sufficient only to 
get a purebred bull, but a sire should 
be obtained that comes from a good 
dairy producing strain. If his ances- 
tors for several generations, were 
good producers of milk, chances are 
that the offspring of the sire will do 
the same. The breeders’ slogan is 
that ‘like begets like’ and it is known 
very definitely that this fact holds 
true instance after instance. Cases of 
this character can be cited but we 
only can take several of our local 
rk ts and be convinced of the 
act. 


“Matt Cherveny, of Carlton, nine 
years ago received a net income from 
his herd the sum of $10 per cow. Last 
year he received a net income of 
some $35 per cow. 

“L. A. Wiese, of Forestville, Door 
county, in 1911, lost $10 per cow and 
last season his herd averaged a net 
income of $150. 

“Geo. A. Duvall, James Wishka, 
Matt Mleziva, Wm. Katel, and 
many others experienced the same re- 
sults. All these men have used good 
dairy sires and graded up their herds 
for the past five or seven years and 
their net incomes per cow per year 
show the results. Mr. Wiese states 
that his dairy sire is more than half 
the herd and only wishes that he had 
started years sooner. He also states 
that a good sire is the best investment 
any farmer can possibly make.” 


Mr. Brost of the Taylor county as- 
sociation makes these statements: 
“Last year 269 cows completed their 
record in the cow testing association. 
They’ produced a total of 64,421 
pounds of butterfat or an average of 
239 pounds and a profit over cost of 
feed of $74.51 a head. 

“Of these 269 cows there were 210 
grade cows. These grades produced 
a total of 52,520 pounds of butterfat, 
or an average of 250 pounds and 
$79.69 profit per head. 

“The 59 scrubs produced 200 pounds 
of butterfat each and a profit of 
$56.05 per head. 

“What does this mean? It means 
that the average grade makes a prof- 
it over her scrub sister of $23.64. It 
means that the farmer with 10 cows 
could pay each year in service fees 
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$236.40 or a purebred sire would be 
worth as much per year to him.” 

Let every member of a test asso- 
ciation impress on his neighbor that 
he should use a purebred sire. 


THREE EVIDENCES OF HOL- 
STEIN SUPERIORITY 


Some interesting data on just how 
Holsteins produce in some parts of 
the country, at least, is shown in the 
May reports of three Wisconsin cow 
test associations. In all three of 
these associations, Holsteins were the 
high producers and, furthermore, the 
majority of high producers were 
members of this breed. 

In the Byron association the high 
cow was a grade Holstein that pro- 
duced 75.2 pounds butterfat and 2,031 
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pounds milk. It is significant that 
every cow in this association that 
produced 50 pounds or more of but- 
terfat during the month was a Hol- 
stein. In the Wood County No. 1 
Association, the highest producer 
made 66.1 pounds fat and 71 per cent 
of the entire number of 50-pound pro- 
ducers were Holsteins. In the Dodge 
county association, 11 cows made the 
50-pound mark. All were Holsteins 
and the highest producer made 65.8 
pounds butterfat. 

These reports are demonstrative of 
what Holsteins can do and these as- 
sociations are in one of the most 
prominent dairy sections. 


The best and cheapest way to in- 
crease the efficiency of the herd is 
through the herd sire.

Breeders generally have become so 
accustomed to the announcement of 
new world’s champions that they rare- 
ly appreciate them to the extent they 
should. At the present time there is 
a heifer in New York state that is 
performing most remarkably and bids 
fair to outclass any other heifer of 
her age. She has already become 
world’s champion in one of the regu- 
lar prize divisions with a production 
that is almost unbelievable. 

We refer to the remarkable animal 
O. K. L. Albina, owned by Julius 
Schmid of Beaver Dam Stock Farm. 

Freshening with her first calf at the 
age of 2 years 11 months, this heifer 
produced under official test 23.65 
pounds of butter from 482.7 pounds 
milk which record was made 40 
days after freshening. Although this 
record was not a world’s record, it

was indeed highly creditable, and 
coming nearly six weeks _ after 
freshening gave some indication of 
what might be expected from this 
animal in long-time work. Two hun- 
dred and forty-two days later, under 
strictly official test, O. K. L. Albina 
produced 23.03 pounds butter from 
465.6 pounds milk which is a world’s 
record for a heifer of her age over all 
breeds. 

Through rare good judgment the 
master of Beaver Dam was prompted 
to carry O.K.L. Albina strictly official 
for the full year, which though not yet 
completed, ‘promises to be one of the 
most sensational ever finished in New 
York state and is sure to have a mag- 
netic bearing upon Beaver Dam Farm.

In the first eight months of her re. 
markable test this heifer has produced 
67.33 pounds butter from 15,607 
pounds milk and on July 4th, exactly 
nine months and 10 days after caly- 
ing, she produced better than 66 
pounds milk. ; 

In the test, O. K. L. Albina is out 
to beat K. P. Manor Kate that 
now holds the world’s semi-official 
record in the senior two-year-old 
class with her production of 1,023.41 
pounds butter from 22,106.4 pounds 
milk. Of course, it is very hard to 
determine just how this heifer is go- 
ing to “hold out” but if she continues 
to average in the future as she has in 
the past, she will lack but a few 
pounds of equaling the butter record 
of K. P. Manor Kate, and will far 
surpass her milk record. It is hardly 
to be expected that she will continue 
to produce so phenomenally, but in 
any event she is very likely to stand 
not lower than second position over 
the world for both milk and butter 
productions. 

The pleasing part, however, of this 
showing is not only in the production 
itself but also in point of breeding and 
individuality. O. K. L. Albina would 
get pretty nearly a perfect score. She 
is sired by Ormsby Korndyke Lad, a 
bull that is rapidly acquiring an en- 
viable reputation through the recent 
work of his daughters. No less than 
five of them have crossed the 30- 
pound mark and his entire list, at an 
average age of less than five years, 
average better than 20 pounds. In 
order to fully appreciate the signifi- 
cance of this showing it is only proper 
to state that Ormsby Korndyke Lad 
was practically “homeless” until he 
came to Beaver Dam and is only now 
getting the opportunity deserving of a 
sire of his breeding and individuality. 
It is an established fact his daughters 
are far above the average in point 
of production and if you could but 
visit Beaver Dam and see the magnifi- 
cent lot of individuals in the herd you 
would appreciate he is a sire of about 
the right class. 

O. K. L. Albina does not get all her 
“goodness” from her sire. Her dam 
is Valley Farm Albina Cornucopia 
that as a four-year-old made 24.01 
pounds of butter from 500.1 pounds 
milk. She in turn was by Aaggie 
Cornucopia Johanna Lad, in many re- 
spects the very greatest son of Aaggie 
Cornucopia Pauline and_ sire and 
grandsire respectively of Winnie 
Korndyke Cornucopia De Kol with 
31,034.2 pounds milk in a year and 
Lutscke Vale Cornucopia with 31,246.9 
pounds of milk in a year which rec- 
ords hold first and second positions. 
over the world for milk productions. 

The picture, though in no way jus- 
tice to the heifer, shows an animal 
very easy to admire and one extreme- 
ly hard to fault. You will readily ob- 
serve she is of unusual size for one 
of her age and thoroughly character- 
istic of the get of her sire with her 
straight back, deep body, long, level 
rump, well shaped udder and beauti- 
fully placed teats. Indeed, O. K. L. 
Albina is an animal of which not only 
might Mr. Schmid be proud but the 
breed as well. Her final finish will 
be eagerly watched and with her de- 
velopment go our best wishes for a 
real “smashing” record. 
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SCHOHARIE COUNTY (N. Y.) 
CALF CLUB 

This year 62 entries and contracts 
were received for the Boys’ and 
Girls’ Livestock Club. The calves 
were selected and purchased by the 
purchasing committee of the Schohar- 
ie County Breeders’ Association. 

All but five of the calves were pur- 
chased from breeders of purebred 
livestock outside of this county. This 
year 57 Holsteins were placed, also 
three Guernseys and two Jersey 
calves. 

The calves were brought to the barn 
of the Schoharie State School of Ag- 
riculture, Cobleskill, where the allot- 
ment took place on June 29th. Early 
that day more than 100 farmers in the 
county with their wives and children 
came to the State School to see the 
calves before the allotment took place 
on the afternoon of that day. 

About 2 p. m., President B. H. 
Bruce of the Breeders’ Association 
called the people together in the as- 
sembly of the administration build- 
ing. He gave a short talk about the 
animals and the method of finance. 
This year, as last, the project is being 
financed by the First National Bank 
of Cobleskill under the direction of 
A. C. Kilmer, cashier. They have 
made a simple form note to which the 
boy or girl signs and the parent, 
promising to place the face value plus 
interest at the rate of 6 per cent per 
annum. The matter of insurance was 
considered, in case of loss of an ani- 
mal, and it was mutually decided that 
$2 would be added to the face value 
of each note to serve as insurance 
in case of loss, this amount to be 
paid toward the purchase price and, 
if no loss, the extra $2to be deducted 
from the amount to be paid when the 
note comes due, and no interest to be 
charged on the insurance fund. Next 
Mr. Bruce introduced Harry D. Baud- 
er, who is to succeed T. A. Baker, 
former secretary of the breeders’ as- 
sociation and instructor in animal hus- 
bandry and dairying at the State 
School.

He emphasized 
the importance of cleanliness, proper 
feed and good management. 

The next on the program for the 
day was the actual drawing of num- 
bers for the calves. This was looked 
for with great enthusiasm and each 
boy and girl was very anxious to 
know which animal he or she drew. 
The calves were numbered in rota- 
tion and a duplicate number was put 
in a sealed envelope and placed in 
a churn and whirled around several 
times, when it was stopped and the 
boys and girls drew the envelopes as 
they passed by the churn. 

The number and value of the calves 
showed a marked increase over last 
year, as is shown by the following 
figures: Last year 17 animals were 
distributed at an average cost of 
$77.68; this year 62 animals were dis- 
tributed at an average cost of $99.62. 

About one year from now the 
calves are all to be brought to the 
Schoharie State School of Agriculture, 
Cobleskill, and sold at public auction 
to the highest bidder. The boy or 
girl may bid in the calf which he or 
she has cared for during the year. 

Each boy and girl is keeping an ac- 
curate account of the expenses of the 
animal and the one having the best

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ECONOMICAL FEEDING OF 
DAIRY HEIFERS 


It is easy to raise a dairy-bred 
heifer after she # six or eight months 
old. Perhaps it is because it is so 
easy that so many heifers are stunted 
and poorly developed for lack of suit- 
able food. The value and capacity 
of a mature cow depends to a consid- 
erable extent upon the proper devel- 
opment of the heifer, so it is a mat- 
ter of considerable importance to un- 
derstand thoroughly the essential 
points in feeding and caring for dairy 
bred heifers. Plenty of feed of the 
right kind is the first point in raising 
a good heifer. As a rule heifers after 
being weaned from skim-milk are 
turned out on pasture. During the 
pasture season they will usually re- 
quire an extra feed if the pasture is 
good. The young heifers, however, 
cannot get enough to keep them 
growing properly when a hot, dry 
spell cuts down the pasture, as so of- 
ten happens. The only way to keep 
them growing properly is to feed 
them some alfalfa or clover hay to 
help out during the short pasture 
period. 

In feeding young dairy heifers we 
must always keep in mind that they 
need plenty of the kind of feed that 
supplies materials for bone or mus- 


_cle;.in other words growing mate- 
rial’ There is nothing better than al-:

Many breeders of dairy cattle have 
a theory that if a young heifer is al- 
lowed to get fat she will develop a 
tendency toward using her feed for 
production of body fat and this will 
become a fixed habit and will affect 
her milk production when she is in 
milk. This theory has been held for 
a long time, but there is no positive 
evidence to prove it. At the Missouri 
Experiment Station Professor Eckles 
fed heifers in various ways before 
calving and found that the heavy 
feeding of dairy heifers while young 
had no injurious effect on their pro- 
ductive capacity when they became 
mature cows. The heifers that had 
been kept fat all their lives until 
calving time soon lost their surplus 
fat and showed no more tendency to 
fatten later in the lactation period 
than heifers that had been raised with 
less grain and kept fat while they 
were growing and developing. The 
principal effect of the heavy grain 
feeding was to hasten the growth and 
maturity of the heifers. It is largely 
a matter of economy. Body fat is an 
expensive product. Feeding dairy- 
bred heifers in such a way as to keep 
them fat simply wastes feed. The 
more economical way to feed is to 
give plenty of palatable roughage of 
the kind that supplies an abundance 
of growing material. This sort of 
feeding will keep heifers growing 
without laying on fat and will not 
cost so much as it would to feed 
them on grain during the growing 
and developing period. 

The important point and the one 
to keep in mind is to be sure that 
they have enough feed to keep them 
growing. It is almost always neces- 
sary to help out the pasture at some 
time during the season. The tendency 
is to overlook the young dairy stock 
because they are not producing. We 
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very quickly notice a falling off in 
milk in the milking herd due to short 
dry pasture. With the young heifers 
the same condition simply causes a 
check in their growth and might pass 
unnoticed. If these periods of short 
feed become too numerous the heif- 
ers will begin to show the effect of 
the stunting and will fail to grow 
out into as good cows as they would 
if they had plenty of feed.

FARM TRACTORS RELIEVE 
LABOR SITUATION 


Farm tractors are playing an im- 
portant part in relieving the labor 
situation on the farms, farm labor 
specialists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture say. In 
Pennsylvania more than 2,800 trac- 
tors are in use. Through the Public 
Safety Commission tractors have been 
bought and are equipped with an op- 
erator and mechanic, and placed in 
communities. The farmers guarantee a 
reasonable acreage of plowing and 
pay from $3.50 to $5 an acre for the 
breaking of the land. This co-opera- 
tion, according to the farm labor spec- 
ialists, has meant much to small 
farmers who are unable to purchase 
tractors for their individual use. It 
also saves them the large amount of 
time ahd labor required in breaking 
land which is the slowest and most 
expensive operation on the farm.

The largest experimental plant in 
the United States for the manufacture 
of fixed nitrogen ‘from the air, with 
the exception of the ones now being 
constructed for the war department, 
is in operation at the United States.

‘ment: Farm, Arlington, Va. At this 
plant the nitrogen from the air is 
combined hydrogen to form ammonia 
which can be used in the manufacture 
‘of explosives and fertilizer. Experi- 
ments are now being conducted at 
this plant by the Bureau of Soils with 
a view to increase the efficiency of 
the process. The War Department, 
is co-operating in this work. , What 
‘is known as the Haber process nitro- 
gen fixation is being used. This pro- 
cess involves the production of. am- 
monia from hydrogen and _ nitrogen. 
The two gases are mixed in the pro- 
per proportions, put under high press- 
ure, subjected to intense heat and 
passed over spongy iron, whereupon 
a portion of the mixture combines to.

GREAT STRIDES IN LIVESTOCK 
IMPROVEMENT 


Never before in the history of the 
world has there been such an insist- 
ent demand for the best animals. Al- 
most all price records have been shat- 
tered for most of the breeds of live- 
stock during the past 12 months. A 
renewed effort is being put forth by 
breed associations and _ practical 
breeders in discovering superior ani- 
mals and price is no consideration 
when they are found. This means that 
constructive breeding is becoming 
more and more practiced by American 
breeders. The movement has only 
just begun. It will be carried on un- 
til the United States leads the world 
in the quality of its livestock. 


All breeders should take the pres- 
ent opportunity to improve their ani- 
mals. First decide on the type of 
stock desired and then take every 
short road possible toward produc- 
ing your ideal. The kind of animals 
demanded must first be useful in the 
production of meat, milk, wool or en- 
ergy. Early maturity is of vital im- 
portance. In a word, the ‘animals 
should conform closely to show ring 
standards for these standards have 
proved to be the kind of animal that 
can serve best. The test is the use, 
however, and not how attractive an 
animal may be. Vigorous stock with 
an abundance of constitution, noted, 
fecundity, longevity, great digestive 
capacity and able to give maximum 
net returns are the kind wanted.—R. 
H. Williams, Arizona. 


COUNTY AGENTS IN SOUTH 
REACH MANY FARMERS 


The war emergency brought a 
great increase in the number of farm- 
ers, farm women, and boys and girls 
instructed by county agents of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture and the state agricultural col- 
leges in problems of greater food pro- 
duction and conservation. 


_According to reports to the Office 
of Extension Work South, of the 
States Relations Service, 303,723 
farmers in the southern states were 
reached during 1917 with definite 
demonstrations in the growing of 
crops, raising and feeding of live- 
stock, marketing and other problems. 
The number of acres covered by the 
crop demonstrations alone in 1917 
was 2,857,485. In addition to these 
a conservative estimate of the num- 
ber of farms directly reached by the 
county agents in 1917 is 1,650,000. The 
figures represent about 60 per cent 
of all farms in the south. 

Agents are giving advice and help 
in one way or another ‘to nearly ev- 
eryone with whom they come in con- 
tact, and the direct and indirect in- 
fluence of the county agents’ work 
and the proportion of the farmers 
reached is thought to be much higher 
than the figures given.

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More Butter, Cheese and Ice Cream 


Most dairy folks who once bought 
oleo liberally at the general store 
have seen the error of their ways 
since the matter was put before them 
in the light of their own self-interests 
and+ now, whether they make their 
butter at home or not, it is used ex- 
clusively on their tables. We pro- 
ducers of the three above-mentioned 
foods should use them from now on 
as. real foods and nét like condiments 
or “company” dessert. Bread with 
plenty of butter on it is a vastly dif- 
ferent thing from bread thinly and 
savingly spread. The dairyman and 
his family should get the nourishing, 
not extravagant habit of spreading 
every slice of bread with a “frosting” 
of good, pure butter. War bread 
would, indeed, be delicious then. 

We can afford to do this to use 
our own products as food, and what 
1s more, it 1s to our interest to do so. 
It is obvious that bread heavily but- 
tered contains extra calories and 
other food properties which are as 
any of the other expensive food 
stand-bys, and while eating plenty of 
milk by-products, we can easily go 
without buying the next man’s war 
products. A great many of the av- 
erage Holstein breeders save out a 
sufficient quantity of milk every day 
to feed their calves skim-milk after 
removing the cream for the family 
butter. This is a very good way and 
is general on thousands of dairy 
farms. It would seem far better busi- 
ness to separate this milk at home, 
pasteurize for the calves and “put 
down” the family .butter as a paying 
sideline than to buy back one’s own 
product plus the handling charges and 
try to come out ahead. 

As for cheese, it is not our nation- 
al dish as with the Italians, and we 
use it in shockingly small quantities 
compared to what we should. The 
idea that cheese is to accompany pie 
only is responsible for millions of 
losing dollars to every dairyman in 
America. The great consuming pub- 
lic should regard cheese as a sister 
and ally, not substitute for meat, and 
eat it accordingly. It would not re- 
quire much head work to figure out 
the tremendous increase in this by- 
product of milk if cheese were as pop- 
ular and necessary on our tables to- 
day as it is in Switzerland and Italy. 
Many, many more Holsteins would 
need become available to supply the 
demand. Some day, perhaps, we 
shall put cheese in its proper station 
on our menus, but until that time, the 
dairy farmers should see that it is to 
their advantage to set the fashion and 
lead the way. With regard to ice 
cream, we no longer consider it a del- 
icacy although it is always a delight 
to young and old. Ice cream might 
fittingly be the daily dessert of every 
dairyman’s table the year round if 
there are enough strong arms to turn 
the freezer. But at that, if the time 
required to turn a crank is our ex- 
cuse, we can have it no longer as the 
modern freezer is made of glass, is 
crankless and merely requires setting

away for a few hours for the cream 
to be of perfect consistency. 

Ice cream agrees with the sick and 
the well. It is the dessert paramount 
and the food supreme. Where heavy 
puddings and expensive pastries dis- 
agree, ice cream has the field to itself 
with the food advantages of all. One 
quart of ice cream equals five pounds 
of bananas which are one of our most 
substantial foods, and one and one- 
pounds round steak or one and one- 
half dozen eggs. Ice cream is no frothy 
camouflage. Let us be glad to use it 
liberally these ‘coming summer 
months and really get the habit. I 
can imagine being shipwrecked on 
some desert isle with only a Holstein 
cow as company and literally living 
on the fat of the land. 

I should grow fat and strong on 
milk to drink—the queen of bever- 
ages, the queen of foods. And even 
if I couldn’t make it into 40 fancy 
cheeses as we can get today, or into 
delicious sweet June butter, or into 
toothsome sherbets and frozen de- 
lights, I’m sure it would never occur 
to me to complain over my hard lot 
of living on “just” milk. American 
dairy people at this special time 
should depend more and more on 
their own products and less and less 
on others more expensive but not so 
good. In this way we can help to 
also balance the law of supply and 
demand until things get regulated 
again.

Men Needed to Win the War 


What do you think will win the 
war? On every hand we _ observe 
glaring posters and shrieking slogans 
which state that “Food will win the 
war,” “Ships will win the war,” “Dol- 
lars will win the war.” In a recent 
Saturday Evening Post there’s a letter 
supposed to be written by a German 
propagandist in New York City to his 
cousin in Germany. Among other 
things, this Hun-in-our-midst says 
“The fool Yankees say that food ships 
and money will win the war. Let them 
think so, Otto. But we know that it’s 
men and big guns and bullets that 
win wars.” 

Our government seems to be in a 
good mood to agree with the Kaiser 
in the latter instance and it has at 
last regretfully but firmly made up 
its mind that men must win this war. 
Uncle Sam is now going full steam 
ahead on this knowledge, and though 
the Kaiser has thought him rather 
slow and conservative in taking the 
hint, when it finally does penetrate— 
even the Bull of Berlin will have to 
admit that Uncle Sam is wise at last. 
We are going to send a million men. 
five million men or 10 million men if 
necessary to wind up the watch on 
the Rhine. Every man _ physically 
able in every class in draft No. 1 
will probably go and perhaps many 
more. It is most doubtful if the farm- 
ers are exempted. Uncle Sam argues 
that men at last are more important 
to tote a gun than a hoe and the 








women and men outside the present 
draft age must somehow take their 
places. Is your husband in class 4 
with dependents? If he is well and 
sound physically and the war depends 
on men and more men, he will go into 
the cantonments in about a year to 
train for “Over There.” We haven’t 
realized yet that we’re at war. There 
are a million vacant chairs today in 
this country and a million extra 
American soldiers to carry on in 
France. 

We will still not realize that this 
means war until there are five million ~ 
vacant chairs over here. We _ will 
not realize that we are at war until 
the young husbands and fathers as 
well as the sons and brothers go out 
to keep this beast from our shores. 
In the beginning, it was thought that 
farmers were soldiers of the soil. 
They are until they are more needed 
to be soldiers in the trench. We are 
beginning to understand that num- 
bers in men and munitions will win 
the war only. Poor, bleeding France, 
but France the invincible, has told 
us. Poor, bruised England, but Eng- 
land the dogged, has told us. And 
Germany, the civilized fiend’s country, 
has told us. We believe them all now 
and we are prepared to pay the price. 
To take the place of strong expe- 
rienced farmersin the draft age will 
come men from the towns and cities 
who are not performing tasks vital to 
the nation. It is not to be considered, 
nor expected, that men who are rais- 
ing the crops needed by the world are 
to be taken away and other men older 
but not so useful go free. We must 
think about these things and get 
ready. When the ten million men of 
Class 1 are exhausted, a new age limit 
will be set. But with that we are not 
concerned today. 


What we country people must face 
and realize is the fact that America 
is at war and we are America. And 
the terrible part of it is—none of us 
will actually realize what this means 
until we give the men nearest and 
dearest to us. Farmers and dairymen 
are men. They raise food but food 
can’t win the war. It is men who will 
win this war. 


“Women have always shown them- 
selves better adapted to the care of 
dairy cows than men; and many of the 
young women of the country would 
be stronger and healthier were they 
allowed to work more in the open ir. 
Much of the team work on our farms, 
especially where the driver rides, can 
be as well done by our young wonien 
as by their brothers; while for hand 
milking, the young women will al- , 
most invariably do better than will 
the young men. With the milking 
machine the young woman can do just 
as effective work as ‘can the young 
men; and when fitly clad in bloomers 
and short skirts the young women of 
the country can do much of the work 
that does not require any large ex- 
penditure of muscular force, and do 
it as well or better than can the 
young men.”

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course is the importance of food as 
a deciding factor becoming apparent. 
And of all foodstuffs required by both 
combatant groups of nations by far 
the most urgently needed are fats. 
Now there are various ways in which 
these much needed fats may be pro- 
duced. 


“The first ground of superiority of 
the dairy cow as a producer of fat is 
the quality of the food she produces. 
In the various nutritious elements of 
which milk and its products are com- 
posed, young and old, weak and strong 
find the most valuable and the most 
easily digested food obtainable. But 
apart altogether from these ascertain- 
able nutritious and digestive proper- 
ties, there is in milk an element which 
has thus far defied the analysis of the 
chemist, although it has been proved 
to be in the highest degree beneficial 
and indeed essential to the main- 
tenance of human life. Deprived of 
this indefinable substance, named by 
analysts “vitamine,” human beings be- 
come weak, torpid and prone to 
disease. Certain plant foods, notably 
clover, are possessed of this im- 
palatable substance and milk forms one 
of the few sources from which human 
beings may draw their supply. of it. 
Truly, indeed, has it been said that 
‘the cow is the foster mother of the 
human race.’ 


“In the second place, while pigs 
and steers must undergo a long and 
gradual process of fattening, the cow 
gets right off the mark with her daily 
milkings. Without any long and un- 
productive preparation, she gets into 
action straight away to produce 
human food. Moreover, thirdly, by 
the time the steer has become ready 
for the market, after a year’s fatten- 
ing in the pastures, the dairy cow has 
produced a larger quantity of diges- 
tible foodstuffs that can the steer 
when he is killed. The fourth point 
of superiority is connected with the 
conservation of human food supplies. 
These, in the case of pigs, must be 
drawn on to the extent of nearly 
three-quarters of their ration in such 
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forms as maize, while a steer, on the 
average, consumes fodder of which 
40 per cent, is food, which mankind 
could have utilized directly. Our dairy 
matron, on the other hand, is content 
with a mere 11 per cent of such ra- 
tions, which she supplements by bran, 
linseed meal, brewer’s grains, and 
grasses. In addition to this we find 
in the fifth place that, with the rough 
food she consumes, she produces edi- 
ble food more economically than her 
lavishly fed competitors. She will 
return in the form of dry, edible food, 
20 pounds for every 100 pounds of 
feed consumed. As against this, the 
steer can show only 14 pounds to his 
credit in return for the same amount 
of feed. That is to say, for equal 
amounts of fodder consumed, the cow 
will produce more than twice as much 
human food as the steer. 

“Finally, it is but a matter of com- 
mon sense to see that, when the cow 
and the steer have both finished their 
year’s work of producing human food, 
we have, in the case of the steer, the 
mere inanimate carcass of an animal 
that has completed its short run of 
usefulness, whereas in the case of the 
cow we have that same carcass, but 
animated, and ready to repeat the 
performance next year and for a num- 
ber of years to come. We have, also. 
in the case of the cow a calf which 
will either itself grow into beef or 
take its place, in its turn as a milk 
producer and a ‘foster mother of the 
human race.’ Let us then take our 
hats off to the dairy matron, for she 
has proved herself the quickest, the 
largest, the most economical, efficient, 
and consistent producer of the best 
forms of fat so necessary for human 
existence.”

SCHEDULE FOR SUPERVISORS IN NEW YORK 


Breeders of New York state, and others who obtain their supervisors 
from the New York State College of Agriculture at Cornell University, 
Ithaca, N. Y., will be interested to know of the new schedule of prices 
covering the work of supervisors and in effect in New York state since 
July ist, 1918. 

They are as follows: 

Because of the increased rate of compensation that it has been 
deemed advisable to make to the supervisors, and because of the increase 
in railroad fares and other traveling expenses, it is necessary that the 
schedule of charges made to breeders be revised and somewhat increased. 
For all tests beginning on or after July 1, 1918, and for each monthly 
inspection after that date the following schedule of charges will be made: 


I-day monthly supervision..........e.eeececeeeceeeseeceeesenes $ 7.00 
2-day monthly supervision.....,.....seeeeseseeeees ica tceuedo 10.50

The above charges will cover the entire cost of the supervision to 
the breeders so far as the college of agriculture is concerned, and will 
include per diem of supervisor, traveling and hotel expenses, expressage, 
postage, and the like. As heretofore, the owners and breeders will supply 
the Babcock centrifugal machine and the sulphuric acid, provide for con- 
veyance to and from the nearest railroad station, and provide for living 
expenses at the farm during the test. No supervisor will be allowed to 
remain for more than 30 days at one place, and a single supervisor will 
not be required to test continuously more than six cows milked four 
times a day, eight cows milked three times a day, or 15 cows milked 
twice a day. It is expected that the supervisors will take on an extra 
- for a day or two to suit the convenience of owners, without extra 
charge. 

Since the college depends on the money collected from owners to 
pay the supervisors, all bills must be settled promptly on presentation. 
The Holstein-Frieisian Bree-lers’ Association guarantees the payment of 
all bills remaining unpaid a. the expiration of 30 days, provided that the 
records of the test are held at the station for that length of time. If 
a breeder is in arrears for two months in bills for supervising monthl 
inspections, a supervisor will not be sent for the third month until ail 
arrearages are paid.

This is nearly three 
times as many as are contained in any 
other herd in the Walla Walla Cow 
Test Association for this month. 

It is shown from the report that 53 
cows; produced 40 pounds or more of 
butterfat and, furthermore,:there is a 
striking difference in the average milk 
production as compared tu the same 
month two years ago. This past 
month 455 cows in the association 
produced an average of 635 pounds 
milk (45 cows now standing dry are 


included in the 455 reported). Two 
years ago the average production was 
524 pounds, thus showing an increase 
of 111 pounds each. There is no ques- 
tion that this difference is due in large 
part to records which are kept. In 
this way the poorer cows can be elimi- 
nated and better ones_ substituted.

This shows that the herds 
tested were 99.6 per cent pure and 
directs a good reflection on the care 
which is given these herds. .

Committees to represent each of 
the dairy breeds have been put in 
charge of the work and these work 
with a committee representing the 
Wisconsin Livestock Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, and the County Council of 
Defense. S. H. Bird and E. H. 
Korrer- are the committee to work 
with Holstein breeders. 

Farmers will be given a chance to 
trade their bull for a yearling bull of 
purebred variety. To the man who 
does not care to trade a service sire 
for a young developing bull the com- 
mittee will offer the chance to take 
the young animal on a year’s time. 
He may be allowed to keep his grade 
sire until the new bull is available, 
and when that time comes to turn 
the grade or scrub bull over to the 
breeder who supplied the young pure- 
bred. If the farmer insists and his 
present sire is a mature animal, he 
will be given a chance to exchange 
for an older bull. It will be rather 
difficult to supply enough older bulls; 
however, the farmer should take into 
consideration that a mature grade 
bull is worth nearly as much at the 
butcher’s price as would be neces- 
sary to expend for a yearling pure- 
bred one. Every grade or scrub sire 
which is exchanged for a better one 
will be immediately sent to the butch- 
er. A single township will be taken 
at a time and the proposition put to 
every breeder. : 

So far as is known, this is the first 
time this has been tried in any com- 
munity. It cannot help but stimulate 
dairying to a superlative degree in 
this county and it will be but a mat- 
ter of a couple years when its good 
effects should be felt.

He believes in beatine the Huns to a finish; in the 
Red Cross; in the Y. M. C. A—and in Holsteins, He believes in the Democrat or Republican party; in 
Liberty Bonds; in success—and Holsteins. He believes in being square and above-board with folks and they 
have got into the habit of believing him when he says a thing is O. K.; therefore, they believe in Holsteins.

We don’t have to be offensive about it—just really interested and the first we know, neighbor will shyly 
respond. The old Holstein wants to make friends with every decent man in the country. ‘We must all help her.

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RENTING DAIRY FARMS ON 
SHARES 


The so-called half-and-half system 
is the most common in use and the 
most satisfactory in renting dairy 
farms in representative dairy regions 
studied by farm management special- 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. Generally speaking 
under this system the landlord sup- 
plies the land, the tenant the labor, 
and each shares the expenses and in- 
come equally. The study was made 
on 143 farms in Green county, Wis- 
consin, and Kane county (the Elgin 
district), Illinois, where dairying is 
a comparatively old, well developed, 
and profitable industry. In the report 
of the study, published as Bulletin 603 
of the department, it is brought out 
that while this system is particularly 
applicable to the regions studied, it is 
believed to be suitable in dairy sec- 
tions generally. 

Under the half-and-half system the 
landlord furnishes the land, build- 
ings, the greater part of the seed and 
fertilizer, and half the productive 
stock, while the tenant furnishes 
horses, machinery, half of the pro- 
ductive stock, part of the seed, and 
sometimes part of the fertilizer. All 
stock is fed usually from the grain 
and hay owned in common. When a 
feed of any kind is bought, its cost is 
shared equally between landlord and 
tenant. In general, each party pays 
the taxes on all property owned by 
him, including the farm road _ tax, 
though in many cases in the North 
Central states all the farm road tax 
is worked out by the tenant. 

‘Under this system the poultry fre- 
quently is owned exclusively, in lim- 
ited numbers, by the tenant and he 
gets the proceeds therefrom, but 
with this exception, each party gen- 
erally receives half of the proceeds 
of farm sales of all products of what- 
ever nature. 

Less frequently dairy farms are 
share-rented on the third system, the 
landlord supplying everything but 
the man power, which is furnished 
by the tenant, and getting two-thirds 
of the sales of all products, while the 
tenant receives one-third. When feed 
is purchased the tenant pays one- 
third of the cost. 

The length of lease in the regions 
studied ranges from one to five years. 
In the Wisconsin district 76 per cent 
of the leases were for one year only, 
none being for a longer period than 
three years, while in the Illinois dis- 
trict 63 per cent of the leases were 
for one year. In the Wisconsin group 
35 per cent and in the Illinois group 
27 per cent of the leases were verbal. 
Seventy-five per cent of the farm in- 
come on the farms of the Wisconsin 
group and 85 per cent on those of the 
Illinois group was from dairy cattle 
and dairy products. In the Wiscon- 
sin group 21.5 per cent of the cows 
were home-raised heifers that  be- 
came fresh during the year; 18.9 per 
cent of the herds were discarded or 
sold as dairy cows. The farmers pre- 
fer to raise their cows instead of buy- 
ing them and on over’ half of the 
farms studied there were purebred 
Holstein bulls. In the Illinois group 
8 per cent of the cows were home- 
raised heifers with first calves, while 
27.6 per cent of the herds were dis- 
carded, indicating that this is a dairy 
cow purchasing region. 
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HIS SERVICES WERE NOT 
NEEDED 


John Malick Crowley, who says he 
is a veteran in the show business and 
a scion of a wealthy and aristocratic 
Louisiana family, is a prisoner at 
Sycamore, I{l., on the charge of im- 
personating an officer. His arrest is 
expected to clear up a number of 
complaints reported to John B. New- 
man, superintendent of- the Illinois 
Division of Foods and Dairies, con- 
cerning an “inspector” who had left 
town in a number of instances, with- 
out paying his hotel bill. 

It was an extremely busy day that 
Crowley put in at Genoa, and for the 
business men who pitched in to slick 
up their premises after they had re- 
ceived a call from him. In “enforc- 
ing the law,” he usurped the powers 
of a city health officer as well as 
those of a food inspector. These were 
some of the things that were oc- 
curring after Crowley started on his 
morning tour of inspection: 

The junk dealer began moving an 
accumulation of worn-out farm ma- 
chinery and old scrap iron in the 
stable yard, working until 1 o’clock 
the next morning in order to com- 
plete the job. 

The grocery proprietor was _ lec- 
tured on the evils of emptying cuspi- 
dors on the rubbish pile on his prem- 
ises. 

Extra hands were hired at the milk 
and cream receiving station and set at 
work with scouring bricks to re- 
move the rust from 42 milk cans on 
the loading platform. The manager’s 
explanation that the cans were dis- 
carded as milk containers had no 
effect with Crowley. A rusty milk can 
was a rusty milk can and “against 
the law,” and the mere act of having 
it in possession was sufficient to send 
the owner to jail. 

The proprietor of a combination 
tonsorial and soft-drinks parlor was 
ordered to make changes at once. 
“Barbering and soft drinks don’t mix 
well,” asserted Crowley, “You're lia- 
ble to get hair in the soda _ water 
which would mean a 10-year sentence 
in the pen.” 

About noon, Crowley visited the 
Home Restaurant on Maine street, 
conducted by Paul Cornell, who used 
to be a deputy sheriff and who takes 
a detective paper regularly. Some 
barrels containing-a top layer of po- 
tato peelings were subject to Crow- 
ley’s adverse comment. 

“Too many flies around these bar- 
rels,” he pronounced. 

“Hank Smidkins feeds that stuff to 
his pigs,” explained Cornell, “He'll 
happen along in a-day or two and ’Il 
fetch it back home with him.” 

“Won’t do—get these barrels away 
from here right away or I’ll have to 
take you to court and plaster a fine 
on you,” said Crowley. 

“Say, I don’t think you’re an in- 
spector at all,” retorted the restau- 
rant man. “Let’s see you write your 
name the same as it is on this card 
you got.” 

Crowley took the proferred pen and 
painfully scrawled the signature. 

“He looked at the copy too much,” 
said Cornell afterwards in describing 
the procedure, “and, besides, his hand 
shook and it didn’t look anything like 
the signature he was trying to imi- 
tate.” 

Shortly afterwards, escorted by the 
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restaurant proprietor and James 
J. Hammond, mayor of Genoa, Crow- 
ley was taken to the office of “Judge” 
G. E. Stott. A long-distance commu- 
nication with Superintendent New- 
man in Chicago, soon established the 
fact that the suspect was an impos- 
tor. “And, in addition, I want it 
understood,” said Mr. Newman after 
Crowley’s deception had been reveal- 
ed, “that there wouldn’t be room on 
our pay roll for any regular inspector 
who ever tried to beat anybody out 
of a hotel bill or other indebtedness 
incurred while traveling in state serv- 
ice.”

SUPPLEMENTING PASTURE 


There is a period of about six weeks 
when dairy cows can get all they re- 
quire on good pasturage, but in order 
to maintain the milk flow pasturage 
is not sufficient because they need 
more nutrient than the immature, 
fast growing grass furnishes. 

On good blue grass a 1,000-pound 
cow must eat 100 pounds to maintain 
herself and produce 30 pounds of milk 
per day: The early, washy pasturage 
has a much lower feeding value, and, 
especially when it is short, it is im- 
possible for a cow to graze enough 
of it to keep up her production. 

Every milking cow should receive 
concentrates. This is also true later 
in the season when the drought re- 
stricts grazing. A legume hay would 
help out. Concentrates are needed 
more, but a manger of clover or al- 
falfa would make a good supplement 
to any pasture grass. The lactation 
period of a cow on pasture alone is 
much shorter than if fed on a mixed 
feed. Such cows lose more flesh than 


they can regain in three months later 
in the season. 
cow would grow fat on good 

pasturage provided they would allow 
the seed of the pasture to ripen, but 
pastures are usually grazed so close 
that the grasses do not mature. 

Therefore, it is the best practice to 
feed a ration containing properly 
ground oats, barley and corn by- 
products of the proper analysis, in 
order that the animal may have suffi- 
cient of each nutrient without over- 
feeding any one ingredient.—National 
Crop Improvement Association.
